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U.S. Offers To Send Its 
POWs To Neutral Country 
PARIS (AP) — The United 
States offered today to fly out 
or send by sea to a neutral 
country North Vietnamese pris­ 
oners of war held in South Viet­ 
nam. 
The offer, made by Ambassa­ 
dor David K.E. Bruce at the 
Vietnam peace talks, was an ef­ 
fort to get the North Vietnam­ 
ese to agree to internment in a 
neutral country of prisoners of 
war held by both sides. The 
United States and South Viet­ 
nam made such a proposal 
recently, but it was in effect re­ 
jected by the North Vietnam­ 
ese. 
South Vietnam holds more 
than 1,700 North Vietnamese 
prisoners it is prepared to send 
to a neutral country. There are 
about 1.600 Americans prison­ 
ers or missing in Southeast 
Asia, 339 held by the North 
Vietnamese. 
Sweden 
has indicated it 
w ould be prepared to be helpful 
in the question of repatriating 
prisoners if an agreement can 
be reached at the Paris talks. 
North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong continued to insist today 
that the United States set a 
“reasonable” withdrawal date 
for its troops before other ques­ 
tions, including prisoner re­ 
lease, can be brought up. The 
United States and South Viet­ 
nam insist that North Vietnam 
also must discuss withdrawal of 
its forces from other Indochina 
countries. 
Earlier, North Vietnam ac­ 
cused President Nixon of ruin­ 
ing chances for peace in Viet­ 
nam after the United States 
had agreed to halt bombing of 
the North late in 1968. 
North Vietnamese Minister of 


State Xuan Thuy, speaking to 
newsmen before the opening of 
the 113th plenary session of the 
Vietnam peace talks, recalled 
that the Nov. 1, 1968, bombing 
halt had been agreed to in talks 
between him and Ambassador 
Averell Harriman. Lyndon B. 
Johnson was president at the 
time. 
“Efforts for peace made by 
Mr. Harriman and me were, 
unfortunately fought by Mr. 
Nixon,” Thuy said. “He vio­ 
lated the agreement for an un­ 
conditional halt in the bombing 
ane other acts of war against 
the North.” 
Thuy said Nixon must take 
all the responsibility for the 
stalemate in the talks, which 
today entered their fourth year. 
The talks began May 13, 1968, 
between Hanoi and Washington, 
and were expanded the follow­ 
ing January to include the Viet 
Cong and South Vietnam. 
Nguyen Van Tien, replacing 
Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh today at 
the head of the Viet Cong dele­ 
gation, repeated the Commu­ 
nist demand for the United 
States to announce a date for 
complete 
withdrawal 
from 
South Vietnam. He said that if 
the United States had agreed to 
set June 30 as the withdrawal 
date, “the question of a cease­ 
fire between the Popular armed 
forces of liberation and the 
American Army in South Viet­ 
nam, security for the withdraw­ 
ing American troops and the 
question of captured soldiers 
could already have been set­ 
tled.” 
He called on the United 
States to set another “reason­ 
able” departure date and said 
the “appropriate settlement” of 
this question could open new 
perspectives for peace. 
Neither U.S. Ambassador Da­ 
vid K.E. Bruce, present head of 
the American delegation, nor 
Ambassador Pham Dang Lam 
of South Vietnam made state­ 
ments to newsmen as they en­ 
tered the conference room.

The second portion, a shoul­ 
der and rib cage, was found 
April 4 by fishermen on the 
bank of White Lick Creek near 
Mooresville. The head, with two 
bullet wounds behind the left 
car, was found by fishermen 
under a bridge over White Riv­ 
er near Waverly May 1.

Solid Evidence Of Broad Economic 
Driver Given 
Upsurge Still Lacking In Nation 
WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
a third of the year gone, the 
Nixon administration is still 
looking for solid evidence of a 
broad economic upsurge that 
will drive down high unemploy­ 
ment and slow inflation further. 
Despite President Nixon’s 
pledge that 1971 will be a good 
year, unemployment has hov­ 
ered around the 6 per cent rate 
all year. Last month, the job­ 
less rate edged up to 6.1 per 
cent. 
Although consumer price in­ 
creases slowed perceptibly§ in 
the first few months of the 
year, wholesale prices, which 
usually presage future cost-of- 
living increases, accelerated in 
April. 
And, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported Wednesday, the 
rise in national personal in­ 
come slackened in April, sup­ 
plying new evidence the eco­ 
nomic pace is failing to match 
the administration’s forecasts. 
The personal income advance 
was $4.5 billion, down from the 
$6.2 billion increase recorded in 
February. The April rise was 
about the average monthly gain 
in 1970, a year in which the 
economy went through what 
Federal Reserve Chairman Ar­ 
thur F. Burns has called a re­ 
cession.

U.S. Restores 
Program To

Yielding to congressional criti­ 
cism, the Nixon administration 
has backed down on its plan to 
crop the nation’s rat control 
program. 
Ron Coene, assistant director 
of the Bureau of Community 
Environmental 
Management, 
said the administration agreed 
Wednesday to restore the $15 
million program for fiscal 1972. 
Asked if congressional pres­ 
sure forced the reversal, a high 
official in the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
said “That would be a proper 
conclusion.” 
“The administration line is 
that they have re-evaluated it,” 
added the official, who asked 
not to be named. “They have 
decided there is justification for 
the program.” 
The program was quietly 
dropped without explanation in 
the initial HEW budget request. 
Freshman Rep. Paul S. Sar- 
banes, D-Md., called the deci­ 
sion unconscionable. 
Several members of Congress 
joined in the protest, including 
Sens. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., 
William B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, and 
Allen Ellender, D La., and 
Reps. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 
and Edward Hebert, D-La. 
The program is under way in 
several cities, including Balti­ 
more, New York, Chicago, At­ 
lanta, Cleveland, Milwaukee 
and Seattle. 
Besides extermination, the 
program emphasizes destroying 
breeding places such as aban­ 
doned buildings and trash 
heaps, and educating citizens 
on the probiem.

Andrew J. Goodpaster, the su­ 
preme Allied commander in 
Europe, said today a reduction 
in U.S. troop strength proposed 
by Sen. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., would imperil the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
The U.S. general made the 
statement at a news conference 
before leaving for Washington 
to testify before a congressional 
committee and consult with 
President Nixon on the troop 
withdrawal issue. 
The Senate Democratic lead­ 
er has introduced legislation to 
force the 50 per cent reduction 
by barring funds to support 
more than 150,000 troops after 
Dec. 31. He said the reduction 
would result in a more mobile 
and efficient combat force. A 
vote is scheduled for next 
Wednesday. 
“Any unilateral withdrawal 
would lead to the destruction of 
NATO,” Goodpaster, the com­ 
mander of NATO forces in Eu­ 
rope, told reporters. 
Of the 300,000 U.S. troops in 
Europe, 215,000 are stationed in 
West Germany, 45,000 with the 
U.S. 6th Fleet in the Mediterra­ 
nean.

The total included 34 deaths 
announced today by the U.S. 
Command in its casualty sum­ 
mary, for last week. It was the 
lowest weekly figure in three 
months.

In the same period, the allies 
claim they killed 394,659 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops. 
The U.S. Command’s 
report of 34 deaths last week 
was the lowest since the first 
week of February when 24 
Americans died in action. 
The command said 221 Amer­ 
icans were wounded last week, 
a sharp drop from the 592 re­ 
ported wounded in the previous 
week and the lowest figure in 
three weeks. 
Only four deaths were listed 
last week from non-hostile 
causes such as accidents and 
illness, an unusually small 
number compared with the re­ 
cent average of about 20 such 
deaths each week. 
The latest figures brought the 
U.S. totals for the war—from

The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
has recognized this and has es­ 
tablished a system of full-time 
Veterans Service Offices in ev­ 
ery state and in the nation’s 
capital, with aid to the disabled 
veterans as their sole purpose. 
No charge is ever made and no 
payment is ever accepted. 
Obviously 
the 
Veterans 
of 
Foreign Wars cannot compen­ 
sate a permantly disabled man 
for the loss of his earning power 
resulting from his military serv­ 
ice. This is the function of U.S. 
governmental 
agencies. 
What 
we can do is counsel the veteran 
as to his rights, help him es­ 
tablish evidence of the service 
connection of his disabilities and 
represent him before VA rating 
boards. 
Millions 
of 
veterans 
have availed themselves of this 
service over the past 50 years. 
Individual members of the V. 
F.W. and Auxiliary can and so 
combine their efforts to spend 
many millions of hours in visit­ 
ing veterans hospitals, comfort­ 
ing the sick and entertaining the 
patients. 
The relief fund of each of the 
10,000 V.F.W. Posts and Auxil­ 
iaries exists only to give aid and 
comfort to the disabled and 
needy veteran and widow and 
orphans of the deceased veter­ 
an. 
AH this costs money—a great 
deal of money. Most of it is 
realized from members’ dues 
special activities and direct con­ 
tributions of members. Some of 
it, however, is donated by the 
great American public—most of 
whom do not even know where 
their money goes. 
The public contributions come 
through the annual sale of Bud­ 
dy Poppies. Each one sold pro­

Donohue Unofficially Turns 1st 180 Lap

turned the first 180-mile-an-hour 
lap at the 61-year-old Indianap­ 
olis Motor Speedway Wednes­ 
day.

came from Peter DePaolo, 1925 
winner of the Speedway’s an­ 
nual 500-mile race at an aver­ 
age speed of 101.13. 
“This is just fantastic,” said 
DePaolo, 
73,

Mich., who made his annual 
appearance to watch practice 
for the million-dollar race May 
29. 
Speedway 
veterans 
didn’t 
know whether to give most of 
the credit to the 34-year-old 
graduate engineer driver, to the 
m aster minding of car owner 
Roger Penske, or to the new 
Mark 16 McLaren-Offenhauser. 
Donohue, running at an unde­ 
sirably low 54 degrees in a 
brisk 
northwest 
wind, 
was 
caught at 50 seconds flat for the 
2 Vi-mile oval on a half-dozen 
stop watches. Some in different 
locations made it 50.12 or 179.6. 
The Speedway’s electric eye 
timer was in use in drivers’ 
tests for rookies. One of them, 
Dee 
Jones, 
38, 
of 
Phoenix, 
Ariz., crashed near the pit en­ 
trance a short time later after 
completing the 150 mile-an-hour 
phase of the test. He was not 
hurt. The car may be repair­ 
able. 
Penske, 
himself 
a 
veteran 
road racer from Philadelphia, 
said he told his Media, Pa., 
driver not to go out and delib­ 
erately try for the first 180 lap. 
“ I told Donohue that was the 
worst way, to just drive hard— 
as he always does—but not to 
get carried away.” 
The 
boyish-faced 
Donohue 
pulled 'into1 the pits from the 
sizzling lap and said calmly, 
“ The car felt great.” 
“That’s 
what 
he 
always 
says,” Penske said. 
Penske, former Sports Car 
Club 
of 
America 
champion, 
helped McLaren Cars of Eng­ 
land design the record-smash­ 
ing Mark 16. 
He declined to pick any one 
feature of the design that made 
the car 5 to 15 m.p.h. faster 
than anything else at the Speed­ 
way. He said there were sev­ 
eral innovations, including ra ­ 
diator placement that moved 
the center of gravity, airfoils on 
the nose and over the engine, 
“ terrific new tires,” and some 
engineering on the four-cylin­ 
der Offy engine. 
Whatever it was, it sent for­ 
mer winners A. J. Foyt Jr., AI

back to their garages for some 
“ catch up” tinkering with their 
cars. 


DePaolo

The veteran, nephew of 1925 
Indy winner Ralph DePalma, 
recalled that he had to work so 
hard driving 80 miles an hour 
slower in his 1925 Duesenberg 
that his hands were bleeding at 
300 miles. He was running first. 
DePaolo let Norman Batten 
drive 21 laps while the hands 
were being bandaged. Batten 
dropped to fifth place but De­ 
Paolo jumped back into the 
Duesie straight-8 and woe the 
race.

member of the Champion 100- 
mile-an-Hour Club for drivers 
completing the full race at that 
speed without help.

AN AUTHENTIC HERO 


After years of effort, various members 
of the Indiana delegation in Congress, 
with the help of many private individ­ 
uals, finally succeeded in bringing about 
the issuance of a special stamp honoring 
the memory of Hoosier-born, Pulitzer 
Prize winning journalist Ernie Pyle who 
was born near Dana, Ind., nearly 71 
years ago. 
The 16-cent regular issue stamp honor­ 
ing Pyle features a photograph made of 
the reporter in 1944, a year before a 
Japanese sniper’s bullet killed him on 
the Pacific Island of Ie Shima. 
Officiating at the stamp-issuing cere­ 
monies last Saturday at Dana was Indi­ 
ana Congressman John Myers of the 7th 
D! 111<I Mvi 11, who headed the drive to 
honor the Hoosier-born reporter with a 
stamp, noted that Pyle’s “depiction of 
the part played by the average GI in 
combat has never been excelled. 
“Many other War journalists,” he said, 
“have been as entertaining, as brave, as 
impeccably accurate in their war dis­ 
patches as Ernie Pyle. However, no other 
correspondent has told the story of the 
soldier with such insight and such mov­ 
ing sym pathy... Ernie’s gift of words, his 
ability to capture the GI’s emotions, 
thoughts and reactions were essentially 
a mirror of the writer himself. Ernie’s 
ability to transfer innermost reactions in 
sim 
et colorful language through 
his dispatches to the American public 
has never been excelled. He livea and 
shared the lives of the front-line troops 
and became a tradition in the hearts of 
the millions of families with sons in 
battle. 
“Although he was not a combatant, 
Ernie Pyle was an authentic hero both 
to his readers and the GI’s them ­ 
selves. . 
And so he was. There are millions of 
Americans today, including many Hoo- 
siers, who remember Ernie Pyle and the 
warmth and insight which marked his 
writing of the personal tragedy of war. 
It seems almost appropriate, if such is 
possible, that his death came in the same 
manner as so many of whom he wrote. 
He was, indeed, an authentic American 
hero.

Faces Charge 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Nick 
Senak, a public defender in 
Lake County, Ind., has been in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury 
for allegedly charging fees to 
represent indigent people he 
was appointed to represent free.

Weather And Crops 
Well, the rain that started last 
week was welcomed by most 
fanners in more than one way.

Notes on Rush County 
Rush County is rectangular in 
shape and containes 409 square 
miles or 261, 760 acres. One fea­ 
ture the author of this column 
once again appreciates is that 
most roads in the county run in 
squares and sections with just 
jogs and not angles and without 
a lot of ups and downs. Rush 
County was organized in 1822 
and named after Dr. Benjamin 
Rush. Dr. Rush was a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence 
and famed early American phy­ 
sician. The county is the past 
home of the Delaware Indians. 
Rush County Topography 
Rush County is generally con­ 
sidered to be located in a gently 
undulating plain broken by the 
valley of the Big Blue River in 
the northwestern corner, and 
the rather shallow valley of the 
Big Flat Rock River which 
crosses the county from the 
northeastern to the southwestern 
corner. 
The altitude varies from 100 
feet above sea level in the 
northwestern part of the coun­ 
ty to slightly below 900 feet in 
the southwestern part. 
The glacial drift remains very 
evident throughout the county, 
especially in places where the 
surface drainage did not reach 
large areas and which were 
swamps a few decades ago.

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Blight’s Winter Survival 
Under Study By Purdue 


LAFAYETTE. Ind. (Spl.) — 
Purdue University oiant path­ 
ologists have completed their 
study 
of 
winter 
survival of 
Southern Corn Leaf Blight in 
Indiana. 
Dr. 
A. 
J. 
Ullstrup, 
plant 
pathologist in charge of the 
evaluation, pointed out that the 
results “do not mean that the 
blight will be absent or less 
than in 1970,” adding: 
“Weather during the growing 
season is still the factor that 
will influence the severity of the 
desease in 1971.” 
April collection of samples of 
corn 
leaves 
infected 
with 
the blight showed a general re­ 
duction in survival of the disease 
pathogen as based on numbers 
of lesions on the seedling leaves 
following inoculation, Ullstrup 
reported. 
“Samples collected at Culver 
and Lagrange failed to show any 
survival,” he said.

Japanese Red 


Pine Adds To 


Landscaping 


LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
(Spl.)— 
Most persons recognize a pine 
tree when they see it, but few 
can determine the exact species. 
The names White pine, Red 
pine, and Scots pine are most 
familiar. 
An unusual pine is the Japan­ 
ese red pine or Pinus densiflora, 
a native of Japan and Korea. 
This tree deserves more use in 
Indiana landscapes, opines John 
A. Wott, Purdue University ex­ 
tension home environment hor­ 
ticulturist. 
The tree does vary in hardi­ 
ness; so individuals considering 
it should look for specimens 
known to be hardy in their par­ 
ticular area. 
In the late 1920s, the Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota received a 
shipment of seeds collected in 
Korea. At least one tree from 
this seed lot still survives al­ 
though the average annual min­ 
imum temperature is 30 to 35 
degrees below freezing there. 
Several excellent specimens of 
Japanese red pine can be seen 
on the Indiana University cam­ 
pus at Bloomington. The pictur­ 
esque form and bright orange 
branches of this tree maka it 
a striking landscape specimen, 
says Wott. It is equally suitable 
for screen or windbreak plant­ 
ing. 
Several unusual variants are 
also available. The tanyosho 
pine of Pinus densiflora Um- 
braculifera and the dragon’s eye 
pine (Pinus densiflora Oculus- 
draconic are two of the most 
common. The dragon’s eye pine 
is a picturesque, compact form 
with gold-banded needles. 
It is a favorite accent plant 
in Japanese gardens in this 
country*

Mrs. Grissom

which also claimed the lives of 
Roger Chaffee and Ed White, 
U.S. Dial Judge George C. 
Young ruled that such a claim 
must be filed within two years 
after a death. Mrs. Grissom 
filed Feb. 18 of this year in 
Brevard County Circuit Court. 
The accident, the lone fatal 
mishap involving a U.S. space 
mission, occurred Jan 27, 1967, 
mom than four years before le­ 
gal action was taken. 
Attorneys for defendants in

Rockwell Corp. and associated 
companies, claimed the two- 
year limit should apply despite 
pleas by the astronauts widow.

There would be no way to 
know that Hulme had only min­ 
utes earlier struck a patch of 
oil on the fourth turn of the 2(4* 
mile track, done two complete 
turns, and skidded 500 feet be­ 
fore bringing the car under con­ 
trol and driving into the pits. 
He narrowly missed hitting 
the inside wall on his first spin.

Off-Track-Betting On 


Thoroughbreds Here To Stav

NEW YORK (AP) — It ap­ 
pears odds-on that off-track bet­ 
ting on thoroughbreds is here to 
stay. 
And it appears likely cities in 
other states, seeing how easy it 
is to get a quick buck to meet 
rising costs and payrolls, will 
follow1 suit, now that New York 
City, with the state as a minor 
partner, handled $1,030,432 on 
the Kentucky Derby. 
That was quite a handle for a 
thoroughbred race with an un­ 
ruly field of 20 and with 20 bet­ 
ting interests, especially when 
there were no place and show 
pools. 
You had to bet to win only. 
And for the “ get rich quick'’ 
bettor there was the exacta, a 
gimmick in which the horses 
you play must finish first and 
second. The OTB exacta re­ 
turned $549 20 for $2 with Vene­ 
zuelan import Cañonero II the 
winner and a colt called Jim 
French running second. 
Those who played the winner 
alone collected $59 for $2. It was 
a big break for them since Ca­ 


ñonero was so lightly regarded 
bv the Churchill Downs race­ 
track 
handicapper 
that 
the 
horse was placed in the mutuel 
field with five other undistingu­ 
ished animals, “Tht field” was 
only 8.70 to 1 in Kentucky and 
returned $19.40 for $2. 
Cañonero II didn’t even have 
a 
decent 
workout 
over 
the 
Louisville track and was rated 
at 300 to 1 by a veteran New 
York handicapper three days 
before the race. 
Cañonero II had earned only 
$32,189 in 12 previous races, six 
of which he had won in Caracas, 
and he cost only $1.200 at a 1969 
Keeneland, Ky., yearling sale. 
If stateside citizens think his 
victory was confusing they have 
nothing on the Venezuelans. No­ 
body 'there gave the horse much 
chance. But his owners picked 
up $145,500 for the victory in 
what experts call “the worst 
field” ever to run in the Derby. 
The day before the race there 
was a handy $2 window at Penn 
Station. It was one of some 40 
windows at four betting loca­ 
tions. 
There was this little old lady 


getting in line with her pet 
mixed breed dog on a leash. She 
never had bet before. Thou­ 
sands like her were scattered 
around the city and you won­ 
dered, from the looks of worn 
out sandals and sneakers with 
bunions poking out, just how 
many of these people were on 
relief or unemployment insur­ 
ance. 
Nobody asked the little old 
lady her name but she told them 
the dog’s name was Joy and 
that she was just passing by. 
For those in outlying cities 
who care to know about the 
profit to city and state it was 
this: 
The 16 per cent take out 
meant that the OTB bettors 
would leave behind $164.869. On 
every $2 they would not get 
back 32 cents. 
With taxes what they are. the 
state received 
of one per cent 
of the handle ($5,152.16), plus 20 
per cent of the net revenue.

Fewer Cattle 
Tomato Plants 
Recommended

Nearly every Hoosier who plants 
a 
vegetable 
garden—and 
the 
lum ber is growing—includes to­ 
matoes. Unfortunately, tomatoes 
in home gardens do not always 
turn out as attractive as those 
in the nursery catalogs. 
Like humans, tomatoes suffer 
from various diseases. One of 
the most prevalent and frustra­ 
ting tomato diseases is tomato 
'wilt, explains Eric G. Sharvelle, 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
plant pathologist. 
„ 
Tomato' wilt appears later in 
the season with a yellowing of 
the leaves and a progressive one 
sided wilting of the plant. Ulti­ 
mately, the entire plant wilts 
and dies before producing ripe 
fruit. Symptoms of wilt usually 
commence when the first set 
.fruits start to develop in size. 
There are no chemical cures 
for tomato wilt, the plant path­ 
ologist stresses. Most Hoosier 
garden soils are con t a nina ted 
with the tomato wilt fungus, 
which can persist in soil for 
several years. For this reason, 
the only practical approach to 
control of tomato wilt is use of 
wilt resistant varieties. 
Kokomo, Tecumseh. Sunray, 
Homestead, 
Epoch. 
Jefferson, 
Spring Giant, Campbells 1327, 
Heinz 1350. Ace and Roma are 
some of the varieties highly re- 
-sistant to tomato wilt, says Shar- 
Jvelle. 
Some 
moderately 
resistant 
varieties are Rutgers, Marglobe 
Pritchard, Urbana, and Jubilee, 
Some varieties are extremely 
susceptible to tomato wilt and 
should never be planted where 
•this disease has been a pro­ 
blem. A few of these are Stocks- 
dale. Beefsteak, Purdue 1361, 
Bonny Best, and Early Balti­ 
more. 
Since nothing can be done to' 
control tomato wilt 
after it 
shows up in the garden, take 
the proper action now. Plant on- 
, ly wilt resistant varieties.

Being Fed 
For Slaughter 


LAFAYETTE.

(Spl.)— 
Indiana cattlemen are feeding 
fewer animals for slaughter than 
a year ago. 
- 
State-federal agricultural sta­ 
tisticians at Purdue University 
report that cattle and calves on 
feed April 1 totaled 283.000. This 
was 10 per cent below' the level 
of April 1, 1970, and 11 per cent 
fewer than on last Jan. 1. 
Cattle on 
feed fewer than 
three months as of April 1 total­ 
ed 91,000, down six per cent 
from the April 1, 1970. total. 
Those on feed 
three to six 
months numbered 165,000, down 
16 per cent from a year earlier. 
Cattle on feed more than six 
months totaled 37,000, up 12 per 
cent from a year ago. 
Hoosier cattle feeders placed 
94,000 animals in their feed lots 
during the first three months of 
this year. This was 5,000 fewer 
than during the corresponding 
period of 1970. 
Marketings during the first 
quarter of 1971 totaled 129.000 
head, up six per cent from the 
total sold during the first three 
months of 1970. Feeders intend 
to sell 135,000 animals during 
the April through June quarter; 
this is 7,000 more than the total 
marketed 
during 
the 
second 
quarter of last year.

Killing, Destruction In East 
Pakistan Almost Defy Belief
